Woman Venireman Questioned, 
As soon as the names of the jurors were 
read Village Attorney Moes and the attorney 
for the defendant, Robert H. Eberle, began 
the usual cross questioning. 
Dr. Hendy was among the first to qualify. 
„Do you think you are capable of hearing 
this case and giving a fair and impartial ver- 
diet?“ Attorney Moss asked. 
“Don’t you think women ere as broad 
minded as men?” Juror Hendy replied. 
“ As prosecutor tn this case, I object, your 
honor, to being cross examined,” Attorney 
Moss said. 
„ Objection sustained,” Justice Kendall as- 
sented. The juror will answer either af- 
firmatively or negatively all questions put to 
her.“ 
„ do,“ Juror Hendy acquiesced. 


Hear of Neighbors’ Quarrel. 
When the jurors were sworn in, Mrs. O’Day 
was called upon the witness stand to testify. 
„ Please tell the jurors what you know 
about this case, Justice Kendall instructed. 
„% We have lived next door to the Orth 
family for three years,” the witness said. 
„No trouble occurred until aboyt a month 
ago. Then their children begarf quarreling 
with my children, and they began calling 
us names. They insisted on calling me a 
d—d Irish woman. My husband is Irish, but 
I am not.” 

When Mrs. O'Day had finished her testi- 
mony, Attorney Moss started to entertain the 
jurors. He began an anti-suffragist talk 
which was shut off by Jurrors Crummer, 
Loomis, and Hendy. 

I am not a suffragist,” he declared. How- 
ever, women are in politics to stay and they 
will have to chase us up one alley and down 
andther until they make us be good. Women 
have not been in this world what they should 
have been——” 

“They haven't had a chance,’’ interrupted 
Juror Crummer. 

Censor Attorney’s Address. 

“ There are a good many things women can 
do, but they don’t want to be told how to 
do them,” the attorney continued. 

„We are here to listen seriously to a jury 
case,” protested Mrs. Loomis, and not to 
argue woman's suffrage. That is settled. 
We have the vote and are showing ourselves 
capable of using it.” 

“ We are ready for business, Juror Trench 
announced. 

And the argument ceased. Later it was 
discovered the other witnesses had not put 
inanappearance. Justice Kendall continued 
the case until tomorrow at 3 p. m. 

The jurors hastened from the courtroom, 
declaring they were anxious to get home and 
prepare the evening meal for their families. 
Several of them, however, remained to ar- 
gue with Attorney Moss about his “ irreie- 
vant” remarks on womah's suffrage. Mrs. 
Loomis declared she would like to debate the 
question with him.

TROOPS TO STOP 
PORTER BETTING 


Ralston Orders Two Com- 
panies Held Ready to 
March on Racetrack. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS FAIL? 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Ralston will use state troops to prevent 
further gambling at the Porter county race 
track, where a race meet is being promoted 
by the Mineral Springs Jockey club. Theac- 
tion is similar to that taken by Gov. Mar- 
shall a year ago. 

Gov. Ralston, after receiving reports from 
Porter county that gambling had been openly 
conducted at today’s races. tonight directed 
Adjt. Gen. George W. McCoy to order com- 
pany E of Elkhart and company F of South 
Bend, both of the Third Indiana infantry, to 
assemble and awalt further orders. The 
troops, it was said tonight. will be rushed to 
the race track if developments tomorrow 
warrant such drastic action. 


Local Authorities Fail? 

The governor decided te order out the 
troops after he had ascertained that the 
local authorities were doing little or nothing 
to enforce the anti-gambling laws. It is said 
he had an unsatisfactory talk over the long 
distance telephone with Prosecutor Walter J. 
Fabing at Valparaiso just before he gave the 
orders to McCoy. The prosecutor, it is said, 
was not prepared to give thc governor an ac- 
curate report on the situation and he is e- 
pected to communicate with him by mail. 

It is reported that an agent of the governor 
attended the Porter county races today and 
learned that the gambling situation was as 
bad as had been reported In newspapers. The 
governor is said to have deen told this just 
before he talked with the prosecuting attor- 
ney and received little or no information 
from him. 


Governor Says “‘Enforce Law.” 
“TI don't intend to allow the lawless element 
to defy the laws,” the gowernor said tonight. 
“The soonér they are given, to understand 
that I stand squarely for law enforcement, 
the better it will be for all concerned. 

“I regret that the local authorities have not 
handled this situation and that it is necessary 
to resort to drastic action to compel respect 
for the law. I do not intend to allow a lot of 
gamblers to run my administration and cast 
discredit on it, and, as a last resort, I will 
direct the use of troops to stop the races and 
make betting on the races impossible. 

“I was told tonight that gambling at the 
racetrack this afternoon was notorious.”

LIND WAITS AT VERA CRUZ 


Mexico City, Aug. 26.—The following state- 
ment was issued at the foreign office tonight: 
“Im order to calm the natural anx- 
fety of the public occasioned by the 
negotiations which have been carried 
on with Mr. Lind, the confidential 
agent of President Wilson, Senor 
Gamboa declares that up to the pres- 
ent there is no reason for alarm. 
“Since the beginning Mexico has 
tried to maintain u conciliatory atti- 
tnde, although at the same tine 
dignified one, and if the president of 
the United States considers it oppor- 
tune to submit to congress the status 
of the negotiations, then Mexico is 
relieved from the tacit agreement and 
from the customs observed in nego- 
tiations of this class, not to give pre 
mature publicity, and will hasten 
then, and only them, to make public 
in their entirety all the documents 
which have been received or which 
may be retetved at that date. 

“The situation is far from being 
desperate. It can only be called se- 
rious, and for this reason it is desira- 
ble that the public should be dis- 
ereet and reserved, since this is the 
best manner in which it can aid the 
government.” 


Lind and Gamboa in Touch, 
President Wilson's personal representative, 
John Lind, and Federico Gamboa, the Mexi- 
can minister of foreign affairs, are again er- 
changing notes on the subject of relations be 
tween the respective governments, notwith- 
standing that Mr. Lind has already left the 
capital and that President Wilson’s other 
agent, William Bayard Hale, has planned 
to leave tomorrow, 

Sefior Gamboa’s note, which he says is 
in reply to one he received from the Ameri- 
can envoy, was sent to Mr. Lind at Vera 
Crus tonight. 3 

The Mexican foreign minister ts reticent as 
to the character of the exchanges, but un- 
officially it is said they will not alter the 
situation. 

It is belleved they have had to do merely 
with the request on the part of Mexico that 
President Wilson delay the reading of his 
message to congress in order that the Mex-

Lind Due to Leave Tomorrow, 
The gové:nment understands Mr. Lind 
will leave Vera Cruz for the United States 
on Thursday. Mr. Hale’s instructions are te 
leave here tomorrow and sail on Thursday, 
That Mr. Lind left the capital perhaps a 
day or two before Washington expected him 
to do so is indicated by the arrival here of 
W. W. Canada, consul at Vera Crus on or- 
ders from the state department to meet and 
accompany Mr. Lind to Vera Crus. The 
envoy had already left, however, when Con- 
sul Canada reached Mexico City. 


No Special Car for Lind. 
Mr. Lind made the trip to Vera Crus in 
an ordinary Gay coach in the absence from 
the train of the private car which had been 
proffered by President Huerta. Sefior Gam- 
boa was told the officials at Washington ap- 
peared to believe that Mr. Lind’s return te 
the Mexican capital was not improbable. 
“Mr, Lind will be entirely welcome in 
Mexico should he wish to return,” replied 
the minister. 
Though somewhat reassured by the press 
dispatches from Washington indicating that 
the administration is still strongly opposed 
to intervention, there still prevails here in- 
tense anxiety on the part of the foreign resi- 
Gents as well as Mexicans. 
Trains for Vera Cruz today carried away 
many Americans and many more have 
planned to go tomorrow. 


Lind Arrives at Vera Cruz.

No government can stand which has the 
whole world against it, particularly one ip 
the situation of Huerta's, which must make 
foreign loans in order to exist. 

In this connection an interesting report was 
in circulation here today, Wich, if true, 
throws light upon the reasons inducing 
Huerta to reopen negotiations with the Amer- 
ican representatives. 

It is said that through foreign diplomats 
im Mexico City Huerta was advised that 
President Wilson was writing a message sim- 
lar to that which President McKinley trans- 
mitted to congress on Cuba. The fact was 
impressed upon him that the Democrats 
joined with the Republicans in supporting 
McKinley's policy and that as a matter of 
expediency and in view of the precedent of 
1898, the Republicans would take like action 
in backing President Wilson. ) 

These representations, it is declared, opened 
Huertas -eyes to the certainty that there 
would be no division in congress with respect 
to the administration's policy. 

‘Threat of Message Has Effect. 

Whether the above story is true or not, it 
is a fact that when Huerta learned last Fri- 
day that the president intended to read a 
message to congress he at once intimated a 
purpose to submit counter proposals. This 
was responsible for the decision of Mr. Wil- 
son not to deliver his message yesterday. 
Not hearing from Huerta, he decided to pre- 
sent the facts to congress today. But a sec- 
ond time Huerta asked for delay, promising 
to reopen negotiations, and Mr. Lind joined 
with his minister for foreign affairs in urg- 
ing this postponement. 

While the president is disposed to be rea- 
sonable, he has telegraphed to Mexico City 
stating positively that he will not counte- 
nance any move made merely to gain time 
and that the proposals from Huerta must be 
promptly submitted and must be satisfactory 
or he will read his message to congress to- 
morrow. 

Divide Over Embargo on Arms. 

t developed today that some of the mem- 
bers of the foreign relations committee pres- 
ent at the White House conference last night 
urged the recognition of Huerta’s govern- 
ment and at the same time offered objection 
to that feature of the“ policy proposed by 
President Wilson, imposing a strict embargo 
upon munitions of war entering the disturbed 
republic. 

It was pointed out that while Huertas 
forces at Juarez and elsewhere in the north 
would be cut off from war supplies and thus 
eventually fall into the hands of the constitu- 
tionalists, the latter would be placed in a 
worse plight, for they could obtain no sup- 
plies whatever. 14 

Under present conditions they managed to 
emuggie plenty of arms and ammunition 
across the border, while Huerta until the pres- 
ent has been able tc ship whatever his troops 
needed directly from the United States to 
them. 


Wilson Firm for Embargo. 

If the embargo should be applied Heurta 
can continue to obtain from Europe all the 
munitions he requires for use in the south 
and central part of Mexico through Vera 
Cruz. 

It was contended last night that the result 
of the proposed embargo would be to destroy 
the constitutionalists and assure the ulti-, 
mate triumph of Huerta, the man President 
Wilson is endeavoring to destroy. 

The argument did not change the purpose 
announced by the president. The men who 
made this argument have no intention of 
openly criticising Mr. Wilson if he takes the 
action he has decided on. 

The sentiment of all who listened to him, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, was that 
the situation is so grave as to require the 
submerging of politics and the treatment of 
the question on broad patriotic lines. 


Ci ASKS FAIR PLAY.

Statement to American People. 

As it is only by force of arms that the 
constitutionalists can honorably compel the 
usurper, Victoriano Huerta, to relinquish 
the power unlawfully obtained by him by 
treason, and crime,“ says the statement, 
“the constitutionalists hérewith summarize 
the conditions by which they can in a short 


time realize their aspirations: 


“First~That the American government 


permit both parties in conflict the right to 


introduce arms and all other munitions of 


warfare. 


Second We will not deny any responsi- 
bility within the terms of justice, any obli- 
gation which we have or may contract. Fur- 
ther, and within the limit of international 


rights, we will not omit any effort or force 
to protect the lives and property of all for- 


eigners, and we will indemnify them for any 
losses which they may suffer due to the di- 


rect effects of the war. 


Cordial Relations Assured. 

“ Third—As we are sure that the United 
States would not refrain from granting us 
the same rights and privileges granted our 
enemies, we do not hesitate to affirm that 
such an attitude of justice not only will 
maintain fully our cordial relations as sister 
republics but it will reinforce them in a 
sensible degree and always within the limits 
of patriotism, justice, respect, and reciproc- 
ity all considerations in our mutual interests. 

“ Fourth—In order that the republic may 
reéstablish a constitutional government it is 
necessary that the people as soon as prac- 
ticable be granted free ballots and legal 
elections, and this cannot be done under the 
present régime. But as soon as the usurper 
is vanquished the people will recover their 
rights and the government will guarantee to 
the people the right to name their executive 
officers by a free and independent ballot.” 


PLANS TO HELP REFUGEES. 

El Paso, Tex., Aug. 26.—To aid Americans 
in leaving Parral, Mexico, E. C. Bryan, spe- 
cial messenger of the state department, and 
J. Long, son of Consular Agent J. I. Long of 
Parral, left El Paso today. They will enter 
Mexico at Marfa and go to Parra! by auto- 
mobile. Vehicles to be used in getting the 
Americans out are being sent to Parral from 
Chihuahua ‘by request of the state depart- 
ment. 

American Consul Thomas D. Edwards at 
Juarez has been instructed by the state de- 
partment at Washington to investigate the 
reported killing of five Americans at or near 
Chihuahua during July. 

J. A. Holcomb, a native of Mississippi, is 
said to have been among those men killed. 
No report of the killings has been received 
in El Paso or Juarez. 


MURDER STIRS UP GERMANY. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Aug. 26.—The report of the mur- 
der of a German, Eric von Thadel, and an 
Englishman, Arthur Luwton, in Mexico has 
had some effect on the attitude of the press, 
which has hitherto shown admirable reserve 
and some newspapers show signs of impa- 
tience with the United States. 

The government is also beginning to show 
signs of irritation over the continued mur- 
ders of Germans in Mexico and is becoming 
dissatisfied at the lack of some kind of ac- 
tion on the part of the United States look- 
ing to the protection of the lives and prop- 
ery interests of foreigners in the southern 
republic. 

Baron von Richtofen, the diplomat who 
was German chargé d’afiaires at Mexico City 
in 1910 and 1911, in an article in the Ber- 
liner Gagette today points out that there 
are 5,000 Germans in Mexico and as many 
French and English, and says: 

“It is easily understood why Paris, Lon- 
don, rlin, and Hamburg are asking what 
is going to be the outcome in Mexico and 
alk eyes naturally turn towards the United 
States. What has been done on the part 
of the United States? The quesion is éasily 
answered because practically nothing 
been done. It is high time that something 
positive took place.“ 


rnglish Journal Sympathetic. 

LONDON, Aug. 26.— The difficulty of the 
mission of John Lind to Mexico was from 
the beginning that the American govern- 
ment had nothing to offer to Provisional 
President Victoriano Huerta if he acceded to 
its request, comments the Westminster Ga- 
zette in an article on the Mexican situation 
today.

Says Story Tribune“ Wanted 
to Get Something on Me- 
Dermott Is False.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special.)]— 
James A. Emery, counsel for the National 
Association of Manufacturers, admitted to 
the senate lobby investigating committee to- 
day that he had caused a contribution of 
$500 to be made to the campaign of Niels 
Juul of Chicago, who was a candidate for con- 
gress against Representative Frank Bu- 
chanan in the last election. This corrobo- 
rated previous testimony given by Col. M. M. 
Mulhall. 

The contribution was charged up in ap 
omnibus expense account to the national 
council for industrial defense. 

Emery testified he had been compelled to 
make this payment because of Buchanan's 
connection with the Structural Iron Work- 
ers’ union. Documents produced by Walter 
Drew, president of the National Erectors’ 
association, said Emery, showed that Bu- 
chanan, when president of the Iron Work- 
ers union, “had assented to acts of vio- 
lence at Toledo and elsewhere which culmi- 
nated in the destruction of the Los Angeles 
Times by the MeNamaras.“ 


Accuses Friends of Buchanan. 


The money was paid, Emery said, by per- 


sonal check. Juul, he said, had been “ rocked 
and clubbed” presumably by friends of 
Buchanan. Juul impressed him as a man of 
force and candor.”

‘There will always be, of course, 
a certain number o nks, clubs, and simi- 
lar low structures, but it seems certain that 
the district will eventually increase its 
present population by from 30 to 40 per 
cent. 

The problem of handling this congestion 
of motors, trucks, street cars; and people is 
a huge one.. To keep the vehicles in mo- 
tion and prevent jams; to permit pedes- 
trians to cross back and forth through the 
streets and at the same time to avoid acci- 
dents is one of the biggest jobs which the 
authorities of a great city are called on to 
face. Subways and other radical remedies 
are a long way off at best. 

There remain only the police and the 
people themselves: In the opinion of Capt. 
Healy, who on Sept. 1 will take entire 
charge of the handling of traffic, the solu- 
tion of the problem rests very largely in 
the hands of the egg of Chicago. 


T present ee, traffic is handled 
by two squads of police, one of 160 
men who are stationed at the street cor- 
ners and control the movement of traffic by 
‘histle signals, twa blasts starting the cur- 
: moving east and west and a single 
blast setting it in motion north and south. 
The other traffic squad is the mounted 
squadron, of which about a hundred are on 
downtown duty. It is their job to keep the 
thickly packed lines of vehicles between 
crossings from getting tangled, to see that 
the rules of the road are observed, and to 
assist in case of an unavoidable jam. 

“fost of the mounted men have seen serv- 
ice in the cavalry regiments of the regular 
army. They are young and stalwart, as 
they need to be, the average age of the 
whole squadron. being only 20 years. The 
new ideal of police duty kept before them, 
as well as before the equally. quick witted 
and muscular. unmounted officers who guide 
traffic at the street intersections, is that 


‘their business is to help ‘vehicle drivers and 


pedestrians alike to get about their busi- 
ness with the least possible delay. 

As an illustration of the work done by 
the traffic policemen, on.a recent occasion 
when a party of traffic officials from a Fu- 
ropean city were in Chicago the crossing 
police were removed from the corners of 
State and Madison streets and the

as they pleased. In exactly three and one- 
half minutes a double bank of street cars 


was lined! up, trucks and automobiles were 


in a tangle, and the whole crossing was 
completely jammed. This particular street 
intersection has long had the reputation of 


being the most crowded and congested in 


the world. ;

T is comparatively easy to control the 
drivers of vehicles. They are obliged 
to keep their places in the line and have no 


| chance to disobey the Whistle ef the officer 


at the Crossing. Business men have also co- 
operated by carefully routing their trucks to 
and from freight houses, so as to keep them 
off the more congested streets. In the same 
way they help out by making deliveries and 
collections in the more quiet part of the day 
between the rush hours. 

With pedestrians it is another story. 
There seem always to be a great number 
of: people on the street to whom it is a mat- 


ter of absolutely vital importance to get 


across the street without waiting for the 
signal. ‘They ‘dodge in and out between 
and among moving trucks, motors, and street 
cars, and risk their neéks a dosen times a 


day. Incidentally it is these people in a 


| 


hurry who shake the nerve and gray the 
hair of the traffic polieeman. 

Capt. Healy is ready to promise, if the 
swarming thousands on the downtown 
streets will assist him by obeying the same 
signals- which guide vehicles, that there will 
be fewer accidents and that, on the average, 


the whole stream of traffic will move more 


quickly than it does at present.

This result would 
do more to banish rheuma tism than would 
converting mankind = vegetarianiom. 


Recogniaing the — of these various 
statements, an international movement is 
well under pay. The Interna tional Dental 
federation ineets at The Hague the latter 
bart of this month. The members are 
especially to discuss the following propos- 
als by Prof. Jesseh of Strassburg: 

1. From the age of 2% years it ie desirable 
that children’s teeth be inspected every six 
months, and treated when necessary. This 
ig desirable to prevent them from reaching 
the aching stage, and espécially to make it 
cértain that they will enter school with 
healthy mouths—ai end much to be desired, 

2. Every child of over 2% years should 
have its tooth brush and should use it twice 
a day—morning and night. 


~~ : 

3. Ohildren whose mouths have been 
heglected must have their teeth protected 
while in school. Decayed teeth which 
cannot be filled aud which are sources of 
infection must be extracted. If the baby 
teeth are decayed beyond repair, but their 
roots are dry, the crowns must be cut off, 
the roots filled, covered, and left in position. 
This is necessary for the proper development 
of the jaws and the regular arrangement of 
the permanent teeth. In other words, save 
the crown where possible. When impossi- 


‘ble to gave the crown, at least save the 


roots, if that be possible. 

4. Save the six year molars whenever it 
can be done. They are permanent teeth, 
and extfa care must be taken to save them. 
At least strive fo save them until the child 
is 12 years of age. The longer they or their 
roots stay in the better will be the develop- 
ment of the jaw. 

5. At each examination the child must be 
instructed to chew thoroughly as well as to 
keep the mouth clean and the teeth brushed,

board the Lusitania, bound for the 
United States and Canada, in com- 
pay With Viscount Haidane, lord 

high chancellor of England and keeper of the 
great seal, must not be confounded with that 
other Sir Kenneth Mackenzie of County Ross, 
who, after having been the queen's remem-~- 
brancer at Edinburgh, engaged in mining 
engineering and company promoting, his ven- 
tures landing him réepeatedfy in the London 
bankruptcy court. 

Whereas this Sir Kenneth (who, last win- 
ter, sought in vain to invoke the statute of 
limitations to relieve him of a debt of 80. 
loaned to him in 1906 by David Stanley 
Brown, head of one of the largest firms of 
soap Manufacturers ih New Tork) owns two 
baronetcies, one created in 126 and the 
other in 1702, Sir Kenneth Muir Mackenzie 
owes the prefix of sir te his Christian 
name to his possession of the grand cross 
of the Order of the Bath, and belongs to 
the Mackenzies of Delvine in Perthshire, a 
family headed by Col. Sir Robert Muir Mack- 
enzie of Delvine castle, fourth baronet of his 
line. 


~~ 

Sir Kenneth Muir Mackenzie holds the 
$10,000 a year office of clerk of the crown, the 
importance of which may be gauged by the 
fact that he is a member of the king’s privy 
council, and, as such, entitled to the prefix 

of “right honorable "’ to his name. 

He is one Of the principal factors in the 
legislative existence of Great Britain, form- 
ing as he does a sort of connecting link de- 
tween the crown and the people. 

It is he who in the name of the sovereign 
summons the peers, judges, prelates, and 
commoners to assemble for the transaction 
of the legislative business of the Vast Brit- 
ish empire, at the city of Westminster 

In fact, it is upon him that devolves the 
duty, on the Occasion of all general elections, 
te issue the king's writs calling for a new 
parliament to meet. 

These write are sent through the mails free 
‘of charge, and all sorts of precautions are 
adopted to insure their safe and speedy 


mission, willful neglect or delay in deliver- | 


ing or transmitting the writ of the clerk of 
the crown, such as was ocdasionally prac- 
ticed in former days, being a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine and imprisonment. 

He is also the custodian of all the returns 
to parliament for the United Kingdom of all 
poll books and ballots used at the election, 
and, as soon as one general election is un- 
ished, his office at once begins preparations 
for the next general election, although the

Philippines Silas U.S. 


in Hygiene, Surgeon Says. 


UFFALO, N. T., Aug. 26.—Practical and 
applied hygiene is much farther advanced 


in the Philippines than in the United 


States, according to Dr. Allan J. Mc- 

Laughlin, surgeon of the United States 
public health service, who was one of the speak- 
ers at today’s sessions of the fourth interna- 
tional congress on school hygiene. 

“In this country,” said Dr. McLaughlin, we 
are prone to overlook the influence of 
school children upon the — of the home. 
The children of poor, fll educated parents 


many instances, it is only because of the chil- 
dren that the parents carry out the instructions 
of the health officer. 

“With an epidemic of contagious disease ex- 
isting there is a tendency in most communities 
to close the schools. In the Philippines, on the 
contrary, it is the policy of the bureau to keep 
schools open because of their extraordinary 
value in teaching the precepts of disease pre- 
vention.” 

“Open Air Schools and Open Schoolrooms” 
was the general topic of the day, and it was 
practically the unanimous opinion of the dele- 
gates that children in rooms with windows wide 
open, even during the winter months, are im- 
measurably more healthful and make more rapid 
progress in their studies than under other con- 
ditions.

Saving Sugar. 

During the canning and preservinz season 
sugar is an item of considerable expanse A 
very great saving im sugar as well as dollars 
may be effected at this time by observing the 
following method with fruit. Boling sugar 
with an acid changes the sugar to glucose. One 
pound of sugar has as much sweetening power 
as two and one-half pounds of glucose. There- 
fore one pound of sugar stirred into the [fruit 
after it is cooked and still warm will make the 
fruit as sweet as two and a quarter pounds 
while the fruit is boiling. Sugar should de 
warm when added to the warm frult juice, end 
produce a sizzling sound, which denotes the 
proper temperature.

Women who would like to make their own 
bread are always looking for an easy method 
bread. There is no bread made with yeast that 
is easier to make than the following, of oat- 
meal, a bread that ig dainty, palatable, and 
wholesome. 

The formula is one which one of the leading 
manufacturers of oatmeal used to inclose in 
their packages, but do so no longer, perhaps 
because the method was made a little too casy, 
and there were complaints as to the results. 
This is a surmise. They do not prescribe kaead= 
ing. and it is difficult to make a bread with 
yeast that will not sour in the middie of the 
mr lie two days if it is not kneaded surme- 
wha 
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In this case the amount required is slight, 
and if u large yellow bowl is used tor the m’x- 
ing it can easily be done in that. Without a 
bread mixer it is very difficult to stir in the 
last of five cups of flour in thé mixture, and 
this can be kneaded in to great advantage. 

OATMEAL BREAD—Two cups. of rélled 
oats, two cups of boiling water, one cake cf 
compressed yeast, dissolved in eue-nalf cup of 
Warm water, to which add one-nalf teaspoooful 
of sugar to make it rise quickly; ons tablespoun- 
ful of butter, one-half cup of molasses, one-half 
tablespoonful of salt, five cups of flour. 

Process: Stir the relled oats into the two 
cups of hoiling water, cover und let stand for 
one hour, Add butter to warm oatmesal—at end 
of hour—and stir until melted, then add mo- 
lasses and mix well, and then dissolved yeast, 
mixing thoroughly. Sift the flour and salt to- 
gether and add gradually to the mixture, using 


the spoon until the mixture becmes too stiff, 
then use the right hand or both hands, knead-» 
ing and turning until all the flour is worked in. 
Whether the dough will be soft when the flour is 


all in will depend upon how much the flour 


swells, but made with one of the best known 
brands it is not soft, and the fifth cup is only 
slowly incorporated by the kneading process. 

Make the mass into a large ball and grease 
it all over with butter, holding it in your hand, 
so that it will leave the bowl in which it is set 
to rise without sticking to it. Cover with 
greased paper and set in a warm place to rise 
until it is a Httle more than double its bulk. 
When light cut down well with a knife, divitie 
into equal parts and fill pans. Pat over with a 
wet spoon before baking.

This will- make four loaves seven and a half 
inches long, three and a half inches wide, and 
two and a half inches deep. Let dough rige 
to top of pans before baking. These little rans 
are hard to find, since they are especially made 
for a very fine type of fireless cooker, but they 
make a very attractive size, and the bread is 
beautifully cooked in the cooker after one learns 
the trick of getting the stones hot enough. It 
is more evenly cooked this way than in the 
oven. 

It is hard to get ‘®e steel cut or Scotch cat- 
meal for the simple oatmeal cakes which are so 
delicious——-probably because there is so little 
call for it. It takes twice as long for it to cook, 
and more cooking will not injure it. It is best 
not to try to buy this at a small stores unless it 
has come in fresh, for it grows very bitter when 
old, and anything made of it will be bitter.

“ Therefore the intrinsic market worth of 
wheat at Chicago is fully $1 a bushel.” 


Says Corn Production Is Low. 

The production of corn will be 20 per cent 
less this year than last, and more old corn 
than ever before ison hand. Reduced yield 
of forage, pastures, and hay will increase 
the demand for corn as feed for live stock. 
Its use as human food and in manufacture 
is steadily increasing. 

“With all these things taken inte con- 
sideration it can be seen readily that corn 
should be worth 1 per bushel. 

“The yield of potatoes in America will 
be the smallest in years. Sweet potatoes 
will make a less total than last year. The 
shortage of grain will increase the de- 
mand for potatoes and sound potatoes of 
good quality should therefore command $1 
a bushel in the wholesale markets of our 
cities.

NEXT STEP UP TO NEW YORK MEN 


Sherbrooke. Que. Aug. 26.—Harry X. 
Thaw's Canadian attorneys late today with- 
drew the writ of habeas corpus obtained 


last week in his behalf and the fugitive from 


Matteawan will not be arraigned in the Su- 
perior court tomorrow morning as had been 


expected. The withdrawal of the writ may 
prolong the proceedings indefinitely, 

Rumors had been bandied about all dey 
that the writ might be withdrawn, but it was 
not until this evening that the notice was 
filed with the clerk of the court. At the same 
time a telegram wae sent to Judge Arthur 
Globensky at Montreal. who granted the 
writ, that such was counsel'sdesire. He was 
due here tomorrow to hear arguments on the 
application. 


Next Move Up to Jerome. 

The next move in the Thaw case is now dis- 
tinctly up to those desiring his deportation. 
Under the present commitment he might re- 
main in the Sherbrooke jail indefinitely, 
electing to have a hearing before a district 
magistrate, or demanding a jurf trial be- 
fore the king’s bench, criminal side, which 
does not sit until October. 

Briefly, Thaw's lawyers have decided to 
let him pace his cell, meanwhile perfecting 
plans to defeat attempts to put him across 
the Canadian border. 

“It is beyond me,” said William Travers 
Jerome. The fine points of Canadian law 
involved are such that I would not feel justi- 
fled in even guessing at the outcome. We 
hope to get him in the end. but this tangle 
must be straightened out first.” 

District Attorney Conger of Dutchess coun- 
ty, New York, was equally puzzled and reti- 
cent. 

“If Mr. Jerome can’t solve the muddle, 
certainly I can't.“ he said. 


Jerome Regards Situation Calmly. 

Though declining to express an opinion as 
to what will happen in the Thaw case next, 
Mr. Jerome took the hitch in the proceeding» 
philosophically. 

New York state is trying to get Thaw 
back. he said, not because New York wants 
Thaw, but because of the bad effect bis free- 
dom would have on the people. If Thaw 
were allowed ta remain free every one would 
say, ‘Ha, the Thaw millions freed him.’ Al- 
ready they are saying the Thaw millions got 
him out of Matteawan, and generally we 
hear the remark: A rich man can do any- 
thing. but what chance has 3 poor wan got?’ 

“ Thaw’s being allowed to go free would 
have a demoralizing effect on the whole 
country. Thaw, free, would be a menace. 
That is why New York state wants Thaw. 

“I have with me documents which show 
that he is one of two things—either an in- 
Sane man and 80 undesirable, or a sane man 
of a type even more undesirable.”’ 


Dominion Law Not Violated? 

Further to complicate matters, counsel 
representing the state of New Yorr ere not 

sure that the commitment under which Thaw 
has chosen to remain in jail containsa charge 
of violating any of the Dominion’s laws. It is 
that of being a “ fugitive from the Mattes- 
wan penitentiary [sic], . . where he was 
confined on a criminal charge for life.” 

Hector Verret, K. C., representing New 
York state, said tonight that he regarded 
the withdrawal of the writ on Thaw's behalf 
as tacit admission by his lawyers that the 
commitment was legal and did contain « 
charge on which Thaw could be brought inte 
court. 

“Then we might get out another commit- 
ment charging some other offense,” he added. 
We could bring him into court on that, 
surely. There would still remain, however, 
Thaw’'s right to choose trial either at once 
or before the King’s bench in October.” 


Evelyn Thaw Pleads Bankruptcy. 

New York, Aug. 26.—BDvelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
testifying before a referee in bankruptcy, 
swore today that Harry Thaw’s mother had 
contracted to pay her 813.000 cash and $1,000 
a month so long as she (Evelyn) should live, 
to enter into an action for the annulment of 
her marriage to Harry Thaw. 

This contract, the show girl testified, was 
made some time in 1907 or 1908, after Thaw 
had killed Stanford White, and is now in the 
possession of her lawyer, John Reilly of this 
city. Mr. Reilly also had checks for $15,000— 
one of them, for $5,000, bearing Mrs. Mary 
Thaw’s signature—none of which had been 
honored, the witness added. These checks, 
she said, were the first payment on the con- 
tract.

Illinois; Committee to Pass 
on Collaterals.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
The apportionment of $24,700,000 of govern- 
ment deposits to the western states for the 
moving of the crops and of $21,800,000 to the 
southern states for a similar purpose was 
announced today by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, 

In the national banks of Chicago which 
qualify the treasury will deposit $4,000,000 
in accordance with the recommendation of 
George M. Reynolds. This constitutes the 
total allotment for Illinois, although the 
Peoria bankers asked that they be given 
$1,000,000. The department decided that U- 
linois should look to Chicago for ite supply 
of crop moving money. 

John V. Farwell has been named by Mr. 
McAdoo to represent the government on a 
committee, the other members of which will 
be five bankers appointed by the Chicago 
Clearing House association. 


Committee to Pass on Security. 

This committee will pass on the commer- 
cial paper which will be offered as security 
for the $4,000,000 deposits. Paper accepted 
must be unanimously recommended by the 
committee. Mr. Farwell is a merchant, the 
president of the National Business league, 
and in politics is a Republican. 

The government will deposit $1,060,000 in 
Indiana, apportioned to banks in three cities. 
In Indianapolis William L. Eider will be 
the government representative, in Evans- 
ville J. W. Boehne, and in Fort Wayne Wil- 
liam P. Breen. 

Iowa is to get $1,000,000, apportioned to 
Des Moines and Sioux City banks. Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman Martin J. 
Wade will be the government representative. 

The Milwaukee banks will get $1,000,000 
for needs of Wisconsin. The government 
representative has not been selected. 


Missouri Given Largest Amount. 

The largest amount of deposits allotted to 
a single state is $5,000,000 for Missouri, di- 
vided between St. Louis and Kansas City, 
with E. C. Simmons representing the govern- 
ment. Colorado will get $1,000,000; Califor- 
nia, $3,000,000; Kansas, $550,000; Minnesota, 
$2,000,000; Nebraska, $1,300,000; Oklahoma, 
$750,000; Ohio, $2,100,000; Oregon, $800,000, 
and Washington, $1,150,000. 


INSURANCE FIRMS WARNED 
TO SERVE THE PUBLIC RIGHT. 


George E. Dickson Tells Colleagues 
“Game Must Be Played” or State Will 
Take Control of Business. 


George E. Dickson, speaking before the 
American Association of Accident Under- 
writers yesterday, warned the members of 
that body that unless every effort were made 
to maintain the efficiency of the insurance 
companies of this country during the next 
few years they would wake up some day 
to find that their business had been taken 
over by the government. Mr. Dickson is 
president of the Royal Casualty company. 

In the minds of many conscientious and 
able men, said Mr. Dickson, it is an open 
question whether the conduct of any branch 
of the insurance business by private cor- 
porations is the best means of supplying 
this great necessity, and already there is 
a widespread disposition to lay this bur- 
den upon the state.
